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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-5,7-9,12-16,20,21,23-25 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per the independent claims, the claim limitations pertaining to a computing device 
that performs the speech-to-text conversion archives electronically-readable identifiers and 
associated text-converted spoken utterances on a removable storage medium such that an 
archived mapping is created over time between items having electronically-readable identifiers 
and text-converted spoken utterances that are representative of user descriptions of the items 
wherein the archived mapping is specific to the user and is removably-portable and represents 
items that the user may interact with at a future time or place, is not explicitly taught by the prior 
art of record. 

Associating speech to text information/audio information with barcode 
information is old and well known in the art. As an example, Philips •SpeechMike Pro Scanner 
(circa 1997) teaches a handheld device that record speech, performs speech recognition, and a 
barcode interface to associate the dictation with patient/client information that is associated 
within the barcode (see page 6 of 6 of "Voice Recognition Systems" prior art listed on the PTO- 
892 form dated 2/10/07). The SpeechMike series is also built to interface with computer 
systems. Ashby, III et al. (5,852,803) teaches associating speech data with barcode data. 
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Dragosh et al (6366886) , teaches a method, wherein the speech-to-text conversion is performed 
on a remote computing device (Fig, 7, the ASR client streams speech features over a packet 
network to a remote ASR server, wherein the ASR server performs speech recognition and 
returns text data back to the ASR client). However, none of the prior art of record fairly teaches 
or suggests a computing device that performs the speech-to-text conversion archives 
electronically-readable identifiers and associated text-converted spoken utterances on a 
removable storage medium such that an archived mapping is created over time between items 
having electronically-readable identifiers and text-converted spoken utterances that are 
representative of user descriptions of the items wherein the archived mapping is specific to the 
user and is removably-portable and represents items that the user may interact with at a future 
time or place. Furthermore, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the teachings of the prior art of record to obtain the 
recited limitations of the independent claims as noted above.
